- This opinion was exurannad by Dr, 
cmon shortly after sitting at the 
side of Judge Withrow in Cireuft.Court 
No. 8, to hear a number of ‘divorce casvs 
tried. Dr. Thompson said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

“I believe that reform should come 
from the other end. I think that 
marriage itself should be made more 
difficult to enter into and should be 
hedged about with more solemnity 
than it now is. There was a time 
when an engagement to marry was 
considered a very solemn thing by 
young people, but now nothing is 


thought of entering into an engage- 


ment lightly and dissolving it lightly. 
And the attitude toward marriage of 
many people who do not and never 
will seek divorces is more careless 
and flippant today than ever before in 
the history of civilization. 
Wants Age Limit Raised. 

_ “For. one thing, the age limit ought 
to be raised. I do not think the ayer- 
age young woman does well to wed, 
before she is 22 years of age, or the 
average young man before he ig ‘26. 
But I would not say that marriages 
should not be forbidiien under those 
ages. I merely say that, ordinarily, 
wisdom would so fix the ages. 

“I advocate making it impossible 
for elopements to occur. I refuse to 
perform a great many marriages, 
many more than most ministers. In 
fact. I refused to perform the mar- 
riage service for an officer of. my 
own church one time because I was 
not exactly satisfied with his own 
matrimonial record and. because I 
knew the woman he was to) scam 
was nota good woman,. _ .

I would 
advocate the abandonment of possibly 
a few grounds Of divorce that now are 
recognized in many States, but in the 
main I would keep the leading features 
of our divorce laws.”’ 

Often Watches Proceedings. 

Dr. Thompson said he ha@ spent much 
of his leisure time in the courtroom in 
the last 10 years. When he was in 
Minneapolis he often sat on the bench 
with the Judge of the Juvenile Court 
Court Monday mornings, the busiest 
days, and frequently advised the Judge 
as to the disposition of .cases affecting 
young children. In the last. 10 years 
he has heard the trials of 100 to 150 dl- 
vorce cases. In this experience, he says, 
he saw no case in which he thought the 
Judge failed to give all the facts and 
circumstances caréful and conscientious 
consideration.

Left Office In a Rage. 

Geiger called at the Oliphant office in 
Broad street today and held an extended 
conference with Mr. Oliphant in the lat- 
ter’s private office. Leaving there, ap- 
parently in a rage, he returned shortly 
after 2 o’clock and accosted Oliphant, 
who was talking with a customer. 

“I want you to do mea favor, right 
now,” he said, pulling Oliphant toward 
him by the sleeve. They talked togeth- 
er for a moment and then Geiger drew 
a revolver and fired, the bullet strik- 
Ing Oliphant in the abdomen. Geiger 
then turned the revolver on himself, 
dying almost instantly. Nothing definite 
is known as to the cause of the sloot- 
ing, although numerous steries were 
circulated, one being to the effect that 
Geiger lost heavily in the recent finan- 
clal stringency. 

Oliphant was hurried at once to the 
operating table as soon as he reached 
the hospital. The surgeons stated that 
he was in a critical condition and might 
not survive the necissary operation. 

Former British Army Surveyor. 

Geiger formerly was a surgeon in the 
British Army. He had returned recent- 
ly to New York after a long stay at Hot 
Springs, Ark. It is believed that he 
became temporarily insane just before

The banquet was attended by 
the most prominent officials and busi- 
ness men of the city.

. | bassador O’Brien, gaid that the society 


was organized for the purpose of an ‘‘in- 
tellectual bridge’ connecting the Pacific 
coasts of the two nations, which had as- 
sumed the responsibility of maintaining 
the peace of the Pacific. The fact that 
Japan had announced an exposition to 
take place in 1912 was a declaration of 
Japan's decision to pursue her policy 
of peace with all countries. If she 
entertained the least idea of warlike 
preparation, he said, the nations would 
not be invited to participate, as prep- 
arations for war and an international 
exposition at the same time are in- 
compatible, the one working for de- 
struction, the other for peace. 
“Estrangement Impossible.” 

“President Roosevelt is the warmest 
and greatest friend of Japan,’’ he said. 
“This is the general feeling throughout 
Japan and the entire nation has ex- 
pressed its warmest gratitude to the 
American people. The two countries 
can never be estranged or shaken by 
small irritations. 

“The monument to Commodore Perry 
erected by this association in 1901 stands 
facing eastward to express the national 
gratitude to our benefactors, the v- 
ernment and people of the greatest re- 
public on the gilobe.”’ 

Ambassador O’Brien’s reply was an 
important pronouncement. After giving 
thanks for the courtesies extended to 
him during the short stay, he said that 
the Pacific was intended to serve as a 
great highway for the use of mankind; 
as a highway it must be maintained, 
and the responsibility of maintaining 
its freedom rested upon Japan and 
America. It was true, he said, that 
America’s responsibility was the heav- 
ier, because of its more extensive area 
and population. 

“The United States,” he said, “has no 
wish to own any of the fair acres of 
Japan.

W. F. Saunders of Business Men’s Leagus De- 
clares Locks and Dams Are Included 


in Plans of the Survey. 
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Twenty-four feet, not 14 feet, through 
the valley will be the depth of the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf waterway and locks 
and dams will be used, according to the 


prediction made by William Flewellyn 
Saunders, secretary of the Business 
Men’s League, in an address Thursday 
night. before the men’s clubs of the 
Washington and Compton Presbyterfan 
Church. 

Mr. Saunders spoke of the survey be- 
ing made between St. Louis and Cairo 
by United States engineers under the 
direction of Col. Sears, and said it was 
hoped they would be able to report on 
that part of the proposed route in June. 
“While the engineers in charge of the 
work, of course, cannot form a definite 
conclusion as to the best method to 
obtain a 24-foot waterway, which, by 
the way, fs going to be the depth,’’ said 


Mr. Saunders, “‘it is thought the feasi- 
ble method will be a system of locks 
and dams. Possibly it may be reported 
that this system should be extended 
even as far as Memphis, which would 
make a complete 24-foot waterway from 
Chicago to Memphis.”’ 

He said the Lakes-to-the-Gulf Asso- 
ciation would continue to work for the 
improvement into thorough navigability 
of the Missouri, the upper Mississippi 
and the Ohio. He said thé association 
would advocate the creation of a Fed- 
eral department of public works, to 
have full control of river improvement, 
and to check the present conflict of 
plans and waste of money. 


Mr. Saunders predicted that the build- 
ing of waterways would develop a new 
profession, which he termed “master of 
transportation,” dealing with both rail 
and steamboat business.

‘Fescuers did not take time to bring out 
-the bodies as they were found, but con- 
tinually pressed forward, their only alm 
‘being to as quickly as possible open a 
passage to and explore every section 
of the mine. 

Beginning this morning, the bodies 
found during the night will be brought 
out as rapidly as possible, while the 
gearch continues. 

Disorder During Night. 

The foreign miners who escaped the 
disaster made the night hideous in the 
little village. They had suspended work 
because of the holiday and most of 
them followed their usual holiday cus- 
tom of drinking to excess. Many were 
intoxicated before tne catastrophe, and 
afterwards they put themselves in 
worse condition, some drinking in cele- 
bration of their escape and others to 
drown grief over the death of relative 
or friend.

ERE is the combination that 
H is increasing the number of 
mining fatalities: Add to 
coal dust, electricity—the introduc- 
tion of electric coal-cutting ma- 
chinery—has intensified the old 
danger, for it supplies the ammu- 
nition in large quantities and fur- 
nishes the spark that completes 
the tragedy. 
' “Gas explosions seldom occur. 
Generally it is gas and coal dust 
combined, and would tot have hap- 
pened unless the gas was supple- 
mented by the dust and the whole 
magazine set off by the electric 
spark. 

‘The death rate by explosions 
has been decreasing in every coun- 
try except this. Here it is steadily 
increasing, because in Europe they 
exercise more care, have more re- 
gard for human life. 

“The absolute prohibition of the 
electric machinery in gaseous 
mines is necessary until better 

safety devices have been found than 
are now in use.”

“That the saloonmen in New Orleans 


appreciate the situation and 

the strength of the prohibition wave now 
sweeping over the country was well 
shown yesterday when a committee of 
retail grocers waited upon Dr. Beverly 
Warner, who had on Thanksgiving Day 
preached on the subject of moral issues, 
and agreed to advocate certain reforms 
in the saloon business that will rid it 
of many of the evils now existing and 
80 justly complained of. Dr. Warner, by 
his Thanksgiving Day sermon, had ex- 
pressed the public sentiment as to the 
saloons so earnestly and convincingly 
that the retail grocers who had bars at- 
tached to their groceries felt they could 
discuss with him what reforms would 
meet the wishes of the conservative ele- 
meng in New Orleans, those who believe 
in tly regilation of saloons rather than 
in prohibition. The committee, while ap- 
pointed officially, could, not, of course, 
pledge the association. I will have to 
report back to that body for action, 
and will do it this week, but in view of 
the fact that the public sentiment is 
growing stronger on the liquor question, 
that the evils now existing must be cor- 
rected, the indications are that the as- 
sociation will accept the reforms assent- 
ed to by its committee. These include 
Sunday closing, a refusal to sell liquor 
to minors or drunken persons, separa- 
tion of greceries and. bars by a solid 
wall, and the forfeiture of the saloon 
license upon a second conviction for vio- 
lation of any of these provisions. 

Most of the reforms proposed have 
been upon the statute books for years, 
but these laws have been allowed to be- 
come a dead letter. It is now proposed 
by the saloonmen themselves, at least 
by the owners of corner groceries, to in- 
sist on their rigid enforcement and ‘see 
that they are enforced. 


ART NOT COSTLY.

CARRY DEATH 


Health Commissioner Declares 
. Bacteria Are Conveyed 
by Insects. 








PROVEN BY MORTALITY 





Statistics in New York Are 
Quoted in Support of — - 
Statement. 





The plague of flies of which Genesis 
tells was no myth, according to Health 
Commissioner Bond, who rates the com- 
mon house fly as one of the chief insect 
enemies of the health of mankind. The 
fly has won this bad eminence by its 
services as a distributer of the disease 
germs, particularly of typhoid, dysen- 
tary and other intestinal affections. 

“While I believe,’ says Dr. Bond, “that 
the statistics of Dr. Daniel C. Jackson, 
bacteriologist of the New York City 
Water Bureau, which purport to show 
that the house fly causes exactly 7650 
deaths a year, are just an estimate or 
guess. I do not think the figures are un- 
reasonable. 

“No. doubt practically the same pro- 
portion of deaths from infection caused 
by files occurs in St. Louis as in New 
York, but I have no means On which to 
base statistics of the fly’s evilness. 

“Impure water, mosquitoes and gnats 
spread all the diseases for which files 
are blamed. Unless I could isolate the 
cause—that is, test some district from 
‘which all insects but files were banished,

ma'ée lays 1000 eggs. Dr. Bond therefore 
advises housewives not to weary of 
spreading fly paper and installing 
screens during the fiy season.
